Because you do pay. Income 
tax or no income tax, you are 
putting up the money to run the 
most extravagant democracy the 
world has ever known. But they 
are keeping it a secret from you. 
They are taking your money when 
you’re not looking—taking twenty- 
one cents of every dollar you 
make. If you earn fifty dollars a 
week, they get about ten of ic. 
One out of every five working 
days you are not working for your­ 
self or the family, you are kitty- 
ing in to the payy roll of govern 
ment. 


Look at your insurance poli­ 
cies. The companies that wrote 
them pay more than $100,000.000 
a year to the tax collectors. That 
is up to you. of course, because 
most of the insurance companies 
are mutual nonprofit-making en­ 
terprises. Three per cent of all 
your insurance premiums buys 
government instead of insurance. 


Out of all our population, only 
a few more than three million 
individuals make enough money 
to pay any income tax at all. They 
arc the rich, you say, lined up for 
a soaking. But they are not eo 
rich after all, and there is a limit 
to the soaking. Do you know how 
much they contribute to Wash­ 
ington? Enough to pay the inter­ 
est on the national debt and take 
emir, of the CCC. Nothing more. 
Whsti about the army? The navy1? 
Pensions? Relief? And all the big 
government departments and bu­ 
reaus? Why, that's your baby, 
Joe. You are paying for all that. 
But they are not very anxious 1 or 
you to hear about it.

Every time you pull the cap off 
a bottle oi beer, you pay about 
2 cents in taxes. It adds up in 
a year if you like a cold bottle of 
good brew as much as I do. And 
no matter what you pay for that 
spot of whisky you want now and 
again, you are flipping 4 brown 
pennies into the costs of run­ 
ning the government. 


As for trains, 10 cents out of 
every dollar you spend in paying \ 
your fare goes to pay off a sena­ 
tor or a messenger boy or a WPA 
worker, or for a block of cement 
for Boulder Dam 


I rather hesitate to bring up 
the matter of your car. Keep your 
blood pressure down as I proceed: 
The American petroleum industry 
now pays every year to the fe d e ra l, 
state, and local governments the 
sum of $1.280,000,000. That is one 
tenth of the total value of the 
petroleum industry. And the tax 
bill is passed on to you as a m at­ 
ter of cour;»e. The figure fascin­ 
ates me; $1.280,000,000. Because i 
it breaks down to just about a 
ten dollar bill for every man and 
woman and child in the nation.
